All 
animals over 30 months of age will be tested for Bang’s Disease within 30 
days of the date of sale and all those that are not calfhood vaccinated will 
be tested regardless of age when sold as a separate lot. 


Since nearly all states recognize calfhood vaccination for Bang’s 
those that are younger than 30 months will be sold on the strength of their 
calfhood vaccination certificate. 


PEDIGREE—A certificate of registry and transfer will be furnished for 
each animal sold and a properly signed application will be furnished ‘or 
each unborn calf.
